No  cases  of  Malaria  or  dysentery  were  notified,  > 

During  the  summer  and  autumn  there  was  a  small  epidemic  of  measles 
in  the  area.  The  cases  were  all  of  a  mild  type  and  no  deaths 
from  this  disease  resulted.  The  district  was  generally  free
